WASHINGTON, Sept. 
17—The nation’s compulsory military 
training program promised to make Americans a nation of “card 
toters” today. 
You are already familiar with your social security card. 
Well, 
the 16,500,000 men who must register under the military training 
Brooklynites Really Serious! 


program will be forced to add another card—-a registration card— 
to their collection. 
Those eligible for service will have to carry their cards at all 
times or face some mighty inconvenient situations. It’s likely that 
the policeman who stops you for a traffic violation may ask for 
your military registration card, even before he asks for your drivers 
license, if you look like you’re between the age of 21 and 36. 
That’s just one of tile many ways that authorities will check up 
on draft dodgers.

lf you’re married, it isn't likely you will have to go.

At that, fewer men will register under the present draft than dur­ 
ing World War No. I. 
The total number of registrants then was 
24,234,021. However, if you arc eligible, the chances now arc great­ 
er that you will be called up. The World War ended after only 2,- 
810,206 men were mustered into the army. Under the present draft, 
about 4,500,000 will be called in for a year’s training in the next five 
years. 


The government expects all persons to learn they must register 
by notice in the press and on the radio. In the World li ar, it was 
different. 
Deputy sheriffs and rum! mad carriers were used to 
spread the word in remote sections. One army officer recalled that 
officials travelled as far as 200 miles to notify persons in the same 
county. It happened that the Grand Canyon cut through the county 
and the officials had to travel clear around it. Then, after all that 
trouble, they found only IO or 15 men of registration age.

The army hasn’t enough modern tanks to spare for guard training.

LONDON’, Sept. 17—Tile first major southwesterly gale 
of autumn came to thc aid of beleaguered Britain today 
in the wake of Nazi night raids that gave London its worst 
aerial pounding in many days.

To Cut Red Tape 
Meanwhile, government depart­ 
m ents prepared to cut red-tape to 
perfect the draft machinery. Steps 
yet to be taken included: 
A—Nam ing of the head of the 
N ational D raft Board. 
B —-Naming of between 6,000 and 
6,500 local draft boards. 
C— Issuing of a series of regu­ 
lations to explain the D raft A ct 
in detail. 
D— Setting of the date for the

compulsory training program is

boards. Their members will serve 
without pay, but each board will 
be given paid clerical help. This 
m eant that there will be between
